And 
while we arc on the subject, we call the 
Attention of the Univcr.«ity atithoritics and 
of our friends in the Bureaii de Circulation 
to the need during rush hours for some form 
of traffic control at the Milton street and 
McGill Oollcgc street corners.

It is Ullegal for, the proprietor of a cafe or hotel 
to serve alcoholic beverages to any^.peribn; under 
the age oi 21 years; yet students, lio 'matter how 
young, are seldom refused beer and stronger drinks, 
In many cases the proprietor cannot truthfully 
claim' thai he thought the students were of age. A 
boy or girl of 16 or 17 rarely looks 21. 

I feel that if the appropriate authorities weriè' to' 
enforce the Quebec liquor laws more strictly stuf 
dènts would devote much more time to their studies,

a packed courtroom -at the Frosh 
Trial of 1950 

Chief prosecutor Irwin Gliscrman 
described this year's Frosh as "a 
distressing example of Crime In- 
corporated . . . young, supposedly 
virtuous,, healthy, growing people; 
all guilty of the same offence. But", 
he said, "the time has come for the 
purge to begin." The jury agreed; 
unhcsllantly brought in the verdict 
ot "guilty," 

Mr. "Juslicc" John' Shdyne was 
at the bench; George Hobart was 
the defence attorney; Glfserman the 
chief prosecutor in one of the short' 
est such trials on record. The court, 
called to order at 8 p.m., wa^ dis* 
missed by 9. 

Defence Attorney Hobart told the 
court: "I am here tonight to sec 
that Justice is done the freshmen." 
His motion that The Daily be held 
in contempt of court for having dis- 
cussed the case and for vinfcrring 
that "the court sitting here tonight 
is incapable erf just decisions" was 
ovprrulud by ."Justice" Shay ne. 

At this point the serene atmos- 
phère of ' the Courtroom was shaken 
by erics of "Hang the Judge", 
Mrens. whistles and cowbells as 
three members ot the Montreal 
police force entered and took their 
olacc by "Justice" Shaync. 

As his first witness. Chief Pros 
ccutor . Gliscrman . called Frosh 
Queen Betty Lou van Busklrk. As 
the attractive brunette stepped up 
and solemnly swore (on the Stu 
dent Handbook) to tell •'Ihc truth, 
the whole truth, and notliing but 
the truth," "Justice Shaync recom- 
mended that she place herself at 
be lYlcrcy of the Court. "I being 
the court." he commented. "You 
may object, but I'd love It." 

The prosecutor spoke gravely to 
the jury: "The frosh and their 
Queen tiavc sinned and have sin 
ned crcvlously; and the wages ot 
sin are In your hands tonight."

(In^a|liup>iil!e move the^defehcR 
proiluçeâ^cvrdîlncc to indica{^^at 
Quceli Bette Lou was registered In 
second year Law. A fee' statement 
was produced; Prosecution discov- 
ered, that Students' Society tees re- 
mained unpaid. 

Tension was mounting in the fiot 
and humid. courtroom . , . and, sud- 
denly, tomatoes were dcecndlng. 
One collided with the Justice at the 
bench. Splaslics and cries for 
"order" followed. 

"Justice" Shayr^ left the verdict 
in the hands ot the jurors. They re 
tired momentarily returning with a 
unanimous verdict: "Guilty.— no 
only the Frosh Queen but every

drive." 

The sentence met with approval; 
crowds milled from the Union 
Ballroom-Courtroom out onto busy 
Sherbrooke Street. Police' "escorts" 
were waiting as the spirited crowds 
headed towards St. Catherine Street 
and downtown Montreal. 

The 'procession' started off Inno- 
cently enough. A few taxis were 
rocked from side to side; small 
parked cars v/eic pushed to the 
centre of the road or pulled up 
onto the sidewalk; stop signs were 
moved, and street car trolleys pull- 
ed from their wires. 

Windsor Station turned out to be 
a "happy hunting ground" for the 
fun-loving group. Baggage wagons 
were found unused In the main 
concourse ot the station, The con- 
course had been empty except tor 
officialsiand a few passengers wait- 
ing for a late train; it suddenly 
became very alive, as crowds of 
enthusiastic - studenls^ir. poured ' in. 
The baggage wagons biécanTe speed- 
ing chariots with crowds jumping 
in every direction as they sped 
across the stone floor. Then the 
gathering moved on. .... / 
' The crowd thinned out somewhat. 
Some examined the locomotives; 
others crossed Dominion Square. It

of the Square that the police re- 
trieved one baggage wagon that 
had been appropriated at the sta- 
tion. One gpod-naturcd '.'policeman 
progressed eastward on the shoul- 
ders ot his captors. Central Sta- 
tion was the next stop, but the few 
that gained entry were lost In the 
vast interior ot the station. The 
crowds turned north; its destination 
— RlV.C, and the Union,
